The Century Company. 1928. $3.00. A very 
interesting and readable account of what has 
happened in Europe since the armistice. It 
presents a sombre picture of the failure of the 
Versailles Treaty. 


Bearp, C. A. Cross Currents om Europe 
Today. Marshall Jones. 1922. $2.50. Eight 
lectures on present day Europe, discussing the 
secret documents and negotiations recently 
brought to light, the economic results of the war, 
the constitutions of the new states, the Russian 
revolution, the rise of the peasant class, the 
labor movement, and the position of the United 
States in the new world economy. 


GoocH, G. P. The History of Modern Lurope, 
1870-1919. Henry Holt. 1928. $5.00. Prob- 
ably the most scholarly and objective treatment 
which has yet appeared of the diplomatic back- 
eround of the war. It utilizes the great amount 
of material revealed as a result of the recent 
revolutions in Europe.

SMITH, PRESERVED. Hrasmus. A Study of His 
Life, Ideals, and Place in History. Harper. 
1923. $4.00. There is probably no better 
approach to the study of the intellectual life of 
the sixteenth century and the movements of 
Humanism and Protestantism that this delight- 
ful and highly authoritative biography of 
Erasmus, whom Professor Smith justly charac- 
terizes as ‘‘the broadest scholar and most pol- 
ished wit of his generation.’’ ‘‘No writer,’’ he 
adds, ‘‘before Voltaire has left behind him such 
a wreck of superstitions; few writers since the 
last Evangelists have bequeathed to posterity 
so much of ethical value.’’ 

SmitH, PRESERVED. The Age of the Re- 
formation. Henry Holt. 1920. $6.00. This is 
not a dry chronicle of events, but an interesting 
and illuminating study of a great movement by 
one of the world’s foremost scholars in this field. 
It gives the needed background for the under- 
standing of such leaders as Luther, Erasmus, 
Calvin, Zwingli and Loyola. The later chapters 
deal with such topics as population, prices, pub- 
lic order, blue laws, sanitation, private life and 
manners, the rise of the power of money, the 
development of the physical sciences, intoler- 
ance, witchcraft, education, art and philosophy. 


Preserved Smith, Ph. D., Litt. D., is an Amherst 
Alumnus of the Class of 1901, who is now Professor of 
History at Cornell University. He has also written 
another book dealing with this same period, ‘‘ Life and 
Letters of Martin Luther’’ (Houghton Mifflin. 1911. 
$3.50).

THE STORY OF NEW ENGLAND 
NOES Garde

JAMES TRUSLOW ApDAMs, the American histo- 
rian, has given us, in his he Founding of New 
England (Atlantic Monthly Press. 1921. $4.00) 
and Revolutionary New England (Atlantic 
Monthly Press. 1928. $5.00) ‘‘one of the great 
chapters in the history of America’’. The first 
of these, which covers the period up to 1691, 
received the 1921 Pulitzer Prize for the best 
history of the year. To all interested in the 
early stages of the development of American 
hfe these books will prove illuminating and sug- 
gestive. The author quotes from a letter from 
Governor Shirley on the mobbish tendencies of 
the town governments wherein the Governor 
lays the blame for these conditions on the town 
meetings, ‘‘one of which may be called together 
at any time upon the Petition of ten of the 
meanest Inhabitants, who by their Constant At- 
tendance there generally are the Majority and 
outvote the Gentlemen, Merchants, Substantial 
Traders and all the better part of the In- 
habitants to whom it is Irksome to attend at 
such meetings, except upon very extraordinary 
oceasions.’’ These books are a revelation of the 
undemocratic and oligarchie type of control 


which obtained in the Colonies. In the latter 
book the author stresses the fact that there was 
a double revolution, one of the discontented 
debtor class against the wealthy merchants, in 
short the radical element against the conserva- 
tive; the other against the English policy of 
using the Colonies for the needs of England 
along the lines of the Mercantile Theory. Espe- 
cially interesting is his theory of the influence 
of a frontier on the development of independ- 
ence and radical thought, due in part to the 
fact that the more adventurous element was 
being continually sifted out or redistilled from 
the more conservative settlements which they 
left behind them. With this comes the feeling 
of accomplishment and self-reliance with a con- 
sequent contempt for the ‘‘effete East’’. 


Both books are to be recommended to any one 
who is willing to sit down with them and read 
unhurriedly.

An essential feature of the college course on 
this subject is the initial section upon, pre-lit- 
erary history in western Europe. For this 
period we find The New Stone Age in North- 
ern EHurope. (Scribner’s $3.00) by our own 
Professor Tyler a stirring account that quick- 
ens the imagination and directs attention to 
primitive traits that have been constant factors 
in the history of western society. 


The only adequate attempt in English to in- 
corporate such materials into a continuous nar- 
rative running through the pre-literary, Roman 
and medieval periods is GUERARD, A. L.: French 
Civilization to the Close of the Middle Ages. 
(Houghton, Mifflin, $5.00) 


Of the transition from medieval to modern so- 
ciety there is no account to be compared with 
Preserved Smith’s Age of the Reformation 
(Holt, $6.00), one of the most ambitious at- 

tempts to synthesize all aspects of the endeavor 
of a period into a literary unity. 


These three volumes are characterized no less 
by distinction of style than by their suggestive- 
ness of content. Such qualities render them 
important to all students in this field.

Goocu, G. P. History of Modern Europe, 
1878-1919. Holt, 1923. $5.00. An excellent 
history of European diplomacy since 1878, 
providing a good background for a study of the 
origins of the Great War.
